Bno. Master Workmen--, Ladies and Gentlem-
en-: I do not know any more appropriate title to
an address on this occasion than "Protection."

There is always a little temptation among men
to cxagerate the importance of the special pursuit
or idea they represent. The farmers, mechanics,
merchants, teachers, pliysiciaus and scientists are
each inclined to claim that they represent the
hinge upon which our civilization turns.

A little florid rhetoricof this kind docs not harm,
and in the long run corrects itself. The sociolo-
gist who looks on as a cold headed spectator knows
that all purs nits and industries are very nearly of
equal importance. Each supplies an especial
want.

200 good hens, not scrubs,
will keep anj-- ordinary family on a farm
if they are properly managed Aim to
raise a colt or two each year. Save our
calves. Plant a good hedge fence around
our farm with some forest trees, planted
in occasionally. Plant a few small fruits,
and fruit trees. Plant only what we can
mulch and well care for. Work on this
line and practice strict economy. Do not
spend our money before we get it. Look
well ahead and keep provided for against
a contingency ; keep at it all the time.
Do this and with the use of a reasonable
judgment, at the end of five years we

be healed. The exceptions ought to

be only when sickness or accidents ren-

ders it imposible. During these years we

have paid no taxes on our homestead or

tree claim. We are the owner, practi-

cally speaking, of '520 acres of line land

under a high state of cultivation, well im- -

proved and stocked and out of debt. We

could not have accomplished this back

east in a life time. 2ow we can begin

to take more of the enjoyments of life.
